"does not... disclose a modular design as this concept is understood" to be spurious. Dreyer recites in Column 2, lines 31-31 "Another 
advantage of the sensor of the present invention is that it is modular" With regard to the nature of geometries and definitions, the examiner 
finds it reasonable to use the common mathematical definition of straight line, two lines that share a common perpendicular line. Non- 
Euclidean geometries exist. . 
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
